Damage in Walachia, Moldavia, and 
Tranfilvania, inthe Years 1747 and 1748; 
end of fome Swarms of them, which, tn the 
Months of July and Auguit, 1748, come 
into Hungary and Poland ; 4y a Gentleman 
abo lives in Tranfilvania {. 

T is certain, that the locufts came into 

Tranfilvania from Walachia and Mol. 
davia, and particularly thro’ thofe narrow 
openings in the mountains, which are com- 
monly called paffes ; the moft confiderable 
of which, in the neighbourhood of Claufen- 
burg, is called the pafsof the Red Tower, 
and thro’ others not far from Karlftat, 
which are common roads from Tranfilvania 
into Moldavia and Walachia. 

The firft fwarms entered into Tranfil- 
vania in Auguit, 1747. Thefe were fuc- 
ceeded by others, which were fo furpri- 
fingly numerous, that when they reached 
the Red Tower, they oe ont mae 
in their paffage over t ; they 
doe fa'dohe tot hag mains Seni. 2 


ranks m a moment, they proceeded on 
their journey. 
They are of different forms, according 
to their different ages: For when, in the 
month of September, fome troops of 
them were thrown to the ground by great 
rains, and other inclemency of the weather, 
and thoroughly foaked with wet, they 
crept along in queft of holes in the earth, 
dung, and &raw ; where, being theltered 
from the rains, they laid a vait_ number of 
eggs, which ftuck together by a viicid 
juice, and wete longer and {maller than 
what is commonly called an ant’s egg, 
very like grains of oats.

At that time they differ little or nothing 
from our common gra(shoppers ; having 
their head, fides, and back of a dark co- 
lour, with a yellow belly, and the reft 
of a reddifh hue.

But even this me- 
thod will not fucceed, till the fun is pretty 
high, fo as to dry the corn from the dew ; 
for otherwife they will either ftick to the 
ftalks, or lie hid under the grafs. But 
when they happen to be driven to a wafte 
piece of ground, they are to be beat with 
fticks or briars ; and if they gather to- 
gether in heaps, ftraw or litter may be 
thrown over them, and fet on fire. Now 
this method ferves rather to leffen their

Wherefoever thofe fwarms happened to 
pitch, they fpared no fort of vegetable ;

hold than the lands in which they were 
hatched ; for they fo greedily devoured every 
green thing thereon, before they could fly, 
that they left the ground quite bare. 

There is nothing to be feared in thofe 
places to which this plague did not reach 
before the autumn ; for the locufts have not 
firength to fly to any confiderable diftance,

September ; and even then, in changing 
the places of refidence, they feem to tend

make him pay to bim what tax or tribute 
he pleafes ? 

It is therefore fo far fgom being true, 
that dominion always follows property, 
that both property and dominion always 
follow the fword ; and flavery will al- 
ways be the lot of thofe, who neither 
have arms, nor courage or {kill to make 
ule of them, if they had. The king of 
France is virtually as much mafter of all 
the lands in his dominion as the Grand 
Signior, and the fubjeéts of France are as 
much flaves as the fubjeéts of Turkey, The 
only difference is, that the government of 
France has more wifdom, and is founded 
upon better maxims, than that of Turkey 5 
for the moft abfolute monarchy that ever 
was, or can be, if it be wife, will propa- 
gate, as much as poffible, a belief among 
its flaves, that they are fecure in thew 
property ; becaufe the more fecure they

our government. 

This ig agreeable to our antient Saxon 
conftitution ; for according to that confti- 
tution all freeholders, and freemen of any 
city or borough, were obliged to breed 
themfelves foldiers, and to provide them- 
felves with proper arms, fo as to be always 
in readinefs to march for the defence of 
their country ; and none but fuch were al- 
lowed to vote at elections, or to have any 
other fhare in our government. Indeed, it 
is ridiculous to allow any man a fhare ia 
the government of a country, which he is 
unwilling or thro’ negleét incapable of af- 
fitting to defend. 

For this reafon a militia fhould be efta- 
blifhed under proper regulations ; and that 
militia to confift of none but men of pro- 


perty, or the fons of men of property ; D 


all of whom fhould be obliged to attend 
the exercife in perfon, and not by porters, 
chairmen, or any low fellow they can 
pick up inthe ftreets, as our houfekeepers 


do now. 
Then it fhould be provided, that no 
man fhould have a vote at any election, 


or be capable of being chofen a member of p 


patliament, or of voting in the other hovfe, 
or enjoying any place of truft, profit, or 
honour under the government, unlefs he 
was of the militia, or had ferved 20 years 
in the militia ; and to prevent indolent, 
felfifh men from indulging their eafe, by a 
negle& of thofe duties they owe to their 
country, all men of property above 21 


years of age, that‘did not enter themfelves F 


of the militia, and duly attend the fervice 

of it for 20 years, fhould be obliged to pay 

double taxes of all kinds, both to the pub- 
lick and the parifh. 

I could mention many fubordinate re- 

» which would be neceffary for 

this fcheme sleat ; but thefe 
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of property, not prevented by fome na- 
tural defect in his body, would be not only 
a well difciplined, but a willing and brave 
foldier. Could we themhave any thing to 
fear from a French invafion, or from any 
of the mercenary armies kept up upon the 
continent, even fuppofing them mafters at 
fea, which would hardly he poffible ? Ina 
few days, we might by proper fignals af-. 
femble an army of 40 or 50,c00 men upon 
any part of our coaft ; and with fuch an 
atmy, provided with fomething more of 
defenfive armour than is now in ule, I 
fhould not fear to encounter 100,000 
French mercenaries ; for freemen, who 
have property to defend, and fight for de- 
fending not only that property, but the ho- 
nour of their wives, daughters, and {weet- 
Hearts, as well as their own honour and li- 
berty, will always fight with more fury and 
More obftinacy, than flaves who fight only 
for enriching their tyrannical mafters. 

Both thefe fchemes for reftoring virtue 
and a warlike fpirit to the people in gene- 
ral, will, I doubt not, be called whimfi- 
cal by the felfith, the coirupt, and the 
cowardly amongit us ; . but _ however 
whimfical they may appear to fuch men, 
I am fully convinced, that they muft both 
be embraced and properly eftablithed, other- 
wife we fhall lofe even the thadow of 
liberty ; or, whilf we are contending for 
that thadow, and diffipating the publick 
money in jobbs, perquifites, falaries, and 
penfions, to the luxurious or avaritious rich 
men among us, our commerce, navigation, 
trade and manufactures, and at lait ¢ 
nation itfelf, will become a prey to the

New Regulations relating to the Bank of St. 
George at Genoa. 
Att the world fufficiently knows the 
conftant pun@uality with which, 
for feveral ages, the Bank of St. George 
fias always paid its notes ; and the mif- 
fortunes which happened te it towards the 
fatter end of the year 1746, are equally 
Known *. ‘The capital, and al) the do- 
minions of the moft ferene republick, be- 
ing at that time in the moft unhappy crifis, 
the government was forced, in order to 
fave the Bank from greater misfortunes, ¢9 
lay, for the firft time fincé its inititution, 
hands upon this facred depofit, by draw- 
img out of it the fim of 1 millions of 
livres. Every body mult be feniidle of the 
abfohute neceffity this laid the ftate under 
of ftopping the payment of the Bank bills, 
which till chis time had been immediately 
paitt by the treafurer to the bearer. 

The continuation of a mot expenfive 
war, and the jmmenfe foffes futtained by 
the fwhjé@ts of the republick, have pre- 
vented, till néw, the making ulé of the 
proper means to indemnify the Bank ; for 
which reafon its notes have been of no 

fé, either in the courfe of exchange, of

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year, in certain portions, be publickly 
drawn by lot, and paid by the treafurer 
according to their juft value of 200 effec- 
tive livres, Bank money. 

The moft ferene republick has affigned 
to the houfe of St. George, for a fund of 
this new ftock, the new duties laid for 
that purpofe, and has put them under 
the free adminiftration and abfolute power 
of the faid houfe. ‘Thefe duties are one 
fol and four deniers a pound upon the falt 
confumed in Genoa, and the two Re- 
vieras ; one fol and eight deniers a pound 
upon fiefh meat ; the fame fum that is 
now paid per pound upon cocoa nuts, and 
all forts of fugars, and half as much more 
as wax now pays ; and so fols more for 
each meafure of wine (about half a hog- 
fhead) coming by land, and to be ex- 
tended to all the places fubje€&t to the duty 
upon wine: And, befides thefe duties, the 
faid republick has affigned the produ@& of 
a general. tax of two per thoufand upon 
all the goods and eftates of the citizens 
and inhabitants in the city of Genoa and 
its diftri€ts, and of one and an half on 
all the goods and eftates of the eccle- 
fafticks, according to the pope’s grant 
obtained to this effec. 

And, in order to make this finking fund 
more confiderable, the houfe of St. George 
is to pay out of its old income, half the 
intereft fettled upon the a€tions of the new 
ftock, till its entire extinétion. This in- 
tereft, which is to be allowed to the pro- 
prietors till every one is fully fatisfied, will 
never be lefs than three livres, Bank mo- 
ney, for each fhare ; and the fhares fhall 
have, befides, the privilege of being lent 
for a fecurity to the farmers and managers 
of the publick revenue, according to the 


will of the proprietors, in the fame man- — 


ner as the old ftock of St. George, and 
others fituated in the moft ferene domi-. 
nions, that the proprietors may reap the 
benefit of the ufual premium of thofe fe- 


curities. 

The fums of money, which thofe peo- 
ple who are defirous of . interefting them- 
felves in this affair, thall hereafter bring, 
as well as thofe heretofore lodged in the 
Bank, hail, for the convenience of com- 
merce, and the liquidation of debts con- 
traéted, be entered into the books of St. 
George. The notes for thefe refpective 
fums fhall be punétually paid by the trea- 
furer, and fhall partake of the ufual privi- 
leges ; but to take away all fhadow of 


ftock of St. George to both the old and 
the new proprietors, in fuch a manner 
that if by any accident that may arife ftom 
fuperior force, a defenfive war, Or any 
other event, the leaft delay thould be made 
by the treafurer in the payment to the 
bearer of the notes and bills, the proprie. 


A ‘tors may, by the authority which in this 


cafe the protectors have given them, take 
fuil_poffeffion, of all the cuftoms, duties, 
rents, and goods of all forts belonging to 
the Bank of St. George, and difpole of 
them, tll they are fully reimburfed the va- 
lue of the bills, which thould not have been 
punctually paid by the treafurer of St, 
George, 

BeBy thefe new regulations, every one 
may eafily obferve the good faith, both of 
the moft ferene republick, and of the moft 
illuftrious houfe of St. George, and the 
great care to indemnify, by all means, the 
creditors of the old as well as new notes, 
the payment whereof was ftopt by the 
great misfortunes which happened in Sept. 

C 1746 ; and people may at the fame time 
comprehend the. regylarity, with which 
this fame Bank fulfils its engagements : A 
Bank, which was the firft of its kind in 
Europe, and which has ferved as a pattern 
to others, that in after-ages have been 
introduced in other ftates and kingdoms. 

It has now, befides its ancient privileges,

We mention the Jefuits (fays he) as the 
authors of thefe accounts, becaufe as it is 
from them that we have all our magnifi- 
cent ideas of the Chinefe genius, virtues, 
and arts, we would not have more credit 
given to the ftory of the fiying bridge, 
than the honefty of thofe good fathers may 
juftly command.

late account of lord Anfon’s voyage obliges 
us to deduct from their moral perfections, 
probably that wonderful arch may not be 
found more extraordinary than fome which 
are now to be feen inEurope. Great diftance, 
and partial or interefted reprefentations, 
have a ftrange power of concealing the de- 
ofe&ts of objetts, and even of giving them 
fuch beauties and proportions, as vanifh 
before a-nearer view. By what we know 
of the Chinefe naval and military architec- 
ture, we have no great reafon to form ex- 
travagant notions of their civil, in which 
we include the building of bridges, 
There is a very modern ftru€@ture now 
in Europe, which, tho’ mot properly a 


or wickedly foul or poifon the waters. On 
each fide, without the arch, is another nar- 
row foot-way. But neither the breadth or 
length of the whole ftru@ure is at all com- 
parable to that of Weftminfter bridge, 
tho’ part of it fo much exceeds in height : 
Nor is the height fo very wonderful, if 
we confider how fmall a fpace it extends, 
and that the abutments are two natural 
rocks. We know how high the very houfes 
are built in Edinburgh, where they have 
the advantage of the fide of a hill to fup- 
port them.—It fhould not here be omitted, 
that the marble channels are carried many 
feet thro’ the hill next Lifbon, which is 
higher than the other, after they leave their 
artificial fupport. 

The proje@ of a new bridge, for the 
ufe of the adjacent city to London, had 
been long formed before any fteps were 
taken towards the carrying it intoexecution. 
It had even been petitioned for to parlia- 
ment, and reje€ted upon a petition againtt 
it by the Londoners. But the publick 
utility of fuch a ftruéture was fo very 
evident, that reafon at laft prevailed againtt 
prejudice and particular interefls. The 
citizens of London, however, did not ceafe 
to be alarmed at every motion that was 
made on this occafion. They remonftrated 
againft it in fuch terms, as if the very 
exiftence of their trade and welfare de- 
pended greatly on the abfohite defeat of 
fuch a fcheme for ever ; whereas it was 
evident at that time to all pnprejudiced per- 
fons, that unlefs London-bridge were pul- 
led down, and the fhips could come up to 
Weftminfter, and unlefs the quays and the 
cuftom-houfe were removed farther up 
the river, London muft fill be the empo- 
riam of foreign merchandize, upon which

Upon the acadent of the finking pier, 
evr author obferves, That this event did 
not tefs furprize, than perplex thofe who 
had the conduét of the work, and who 
thought their labours almoft at an end. 
The pier that funk was neither one of the 
laft ereéted, nor were the arches it fup- 
p rted the laft that had been turned : So 
that whatever the hazard might have been 
at firft to beild without pikng, that ha- 
zard, with refpeét to this part of the 
bridge at leaft, was thought to be entirely 
over. But art (fays he) can no more pre- 
feribe a time for natural accidents, than it 
can abfolutely predi@ the certainty of their 
advent: The moft it can do is to make 
the beft human provifion againft them, 
which was here neglected. 

The author concludes the narrative part 
of his performance with the following pa- 
ragraph.—Fiom the whole of this hiftorical 
account of bridges, we apprehend it appears 
to every intelligent perfon, that if we 
confider its length, its breadth, the regu!a- 
rity of -the defign, the beauty of the 
workmanfhip, the manner in which it was 
conftro@ed, the breadth and depth of the 
river it extends over, the quantity of wa- 
ter that paffes thro’ it without fenfible ob- 
ftruétion, the great inland navization 
which it does not impede, the fpacioufnefs 
and commedioufnefs of the carriage and 
foot-ways over it, the eafy afcent it affords, 
the avenues that lead to it, the provifion 
made for the defence of paffengers againit 
the weather in their way over it, the 
watch for the fecurity of their perfSns, and 
the beautifel globular lights fufpended on 
irons that proje€t inwards, with a lofty 
fweep, from the top of each recefs, and 
on the fices of the abutments (with other 
political additions ;) all thefe things, and 
many more that might be enumerated, he- 
ing well confidered, we apprehend, that 
mo bridge which we have de(cribed or 
mentioned, or that is defcribed or menti- 
oned in hiftory, can equal that of Weft- 
minfter in the greateit number of eftimable 
particulars and circumftances ; tha’ pof- 
fibly fome of them may “urpafs it in one 
or two, that might bappen rather from 
mature and accident, than from art and 
contrivance.
